News of the escape of 
the ex-crown 
prince caused a 
considerable 
stir in 
peace conference circles. While it is not 
felt that lie is a figure around which 
the 
reactionaries 
and 
monarchists 
would gather 
enthusiastically, 
nev er­ 
theless his act is regarded as an ev ent 
of considerable significance In v iew of 
other German recalcitrancy. 


H ints 
hav e 
come 
from 
Germany 
within the last few days tha t the mili­ 
tary caste there would not be av erse to 
bringing about 
a 
military 
situation 
within the former empire tha t would 
em barrass 
the allies 
in 
putting the 
peace treaty into effect, and it seems 
not improbable that the mov e made by 
the ex-crown prince is connected with 
some such plan. 
The former crown prince made his 
way into Holland 
shortly 
after 
the 
signing' of the armistice last Nov ember 
and was interned 
there by the Dutch 
gov ernment, taking up his residence on 
the island of Wieringen, in the Zuydcr 
Zee. 
Two days before the 
armistice was 
signed, a decree issued by the German 
Imiierial chancellor, 
Prince 
Max of 
Baden, announcing the decision of the 
form« *r German emperor 
to 
abdicate, 
stated: 
‘"The imperial chancellor will remain 
in office until the questions connected 
with the abdication of the kaiser, th** 
renouncing by the crown 4>rince of the 
throne of the German 
empire 
and of 
Prussia, and the setting up of the reg­ 
ency hav e been settled.” 
This generally was accepted by the 
public as an official announcem ent of 
t.ha crown 
prince’s 
intention 
to re ­ 
nounce his rights. 
Denies Renunciation 
Later, howev er, the crown prince de­ 
nied any such intention in an interv iew 
giv en to the Associated Press 
in Hol­ 
land, on December 3. 1918. 
He said: 
“ I hav e not renounced anything and 
I hav e not signed any documents w hat­ 
ev er. 
Howev er, should the German 
gov ernm ent decide to form a republic 
similar to the United States or France, 
L should be content to return to G er­ 
m any as a simple citizen ready to do 
anything to assist my country. I should 
ev en be happy to work as a laborer in 
a factory.” 
Notwithstanding 
this 
categorical 
statem ent, the semi-official Wolff bur­ 
eau of Berlin three days later issued 
what was said to be tin* exact text of 
the crown prince’s renunciation of his 
rights to the 
throne.

r« *n« i: 
Official German Note 
"1 renounce formally and definitely 
all rights ty the crown of Prussia and 
the imperial crown which would hav e 
fallen to me by the renunciation of the 
emperor king, or for other reasons. 
“Giv en by my authority and signed 
by my hand; done at Wieringen, Dec. 
1. 191 S. 
“ Wilhelm.” 
The ex-crown prince 
has giv en 
n u­ 
merous interv iews In Holland and has 
complained in some instances of hav ing 
l**en misquoted. 
Howev er, 
the Asso­ 
ciated Press correspondent holds an an 
tographed letter 
from 
the 
ex-crown 
prince in which the latter states that in 
his interv iew he was quoted correctly.

Injunction Granted to Brew 
ers is Modified By 
Federal Court. 


WASHINGTON EXPECTED IT 
Washington, June 26—Confidential re­ 
ports that the former Germ an Crown 
prince and also probably the former 
empt-ror would attem pt to re-enter Ger­ 
many after the signing of the 
peace 
treaty were receiv ed recently by gov 
ernm ent officials here.

known today after an Associated Press 
dispatch telling of the 
escape of

crown prince had been receiv ed, 
Holland Responsible 
The former German 
crown prince 
was interned by the Dutch gov ernment 
on Wieringen and if he 
preserv es 
hit 
status as a soldier the opinion of inter 
national law authorities here is that 
tin- .Netherlands gov ernm ent 
m ay be 
held accountable for his escape. 
The rules of war and neutrality re ­ 
quire the gov ernment 
of any 
nation 
that affords asylum to a fugitiv e soldier 
to intern him for the period of the war 
and in this instance that period techni 
rally had not elapsed. 
Act is Puzzling 
Because of the bitterness manifested 
by the extreme socialists 
in Germany 
against the former royal family, offic­ 
ials here were somewhat puzzled by the 
flight. 
They assumed, howev er, that 
the prince either 
had 
encouragement 
from friends 
in Germany 
to 
believ e 
that 
whatev er gov ernm ent 
surv iv ed 
the present crisis would refuse to sur 
render him for 
trial under 
the 
p« -a< < 
treaty or that a coup d etat was in con 
templation.

SPLIT DRY LEGISLATION.

judiciary commit tee v oted today to mi » lit 
prohibition legislation into three parts, 
with enforcement of w artim e 
prohibi­ 
tion separate from the others, which re 
late to constitutional prohibition and 
the m anufacture of industrial alcohol. 
F or the first section the committee 
decided to submit In whole Its war time 
enforcement bill introduced a t the last 
session and on grhich no action 
was 
taken. 
While less drastic than the general 
measure, this defines intoxicants as bev ­ 
erages containing more than one-half 
of one percent alcohol. 
It contains no 
prov ision, howev er, which would make 
it unlawful for u person 
to 
“ possess” 
liquor. 
Members explained that by adopting 
this plan there would he no confusion if 
the president should later proclaim de 
mobilization complete and thus end war 
time prohibition.

The hot weather of two weeks past 
is creating a

demand 
for 
ice 
throughout the state, particularly in 
the immediate v icinity of Dixon. 
De- 
Kalb, Rochelle, Oregon and many oth­ 
er neighboring towns are particularly 
without ice and without any v isible re­ 
lief. 
Numerous requests hav e been receiv ­ 
ed by Frank Hutteriin of the Distilled 
W ater Ice company 
from 
dealers 
in 
these towns who are seeking to secure 
a supply from a nearby town. 
Yester­ 
day the city officials of Rochelle com­ 
municated ov er the long distance tele­ 
phone with, Mr. Hutteriin in an attem pt 
to obtain some relief from the famine 
the prev ails in that town. 
The Dixon plant is working night 
and day and turning out ice to its lull 
capacity. They are able to care for the 
Dixon patrons but, us Manager Sutter- 
I in stated yesterday, cannot assist 
the 
neighboring towns. The demand for the 
frozen product is much greater than 
the output. 
Natural ice is not to be 
had a t any price and only a v ery small 
am ount remains in the houses on Fast 
Riv er str.-et. 
W ith the first warm spell of tin* sea­ 
son, mans towns hav e found themsel­ 
v es confronted with an i<*«* famine and 
the Tiros pec ts point to a much more 
serious condition in the months of July 
and August.

Tell Germany That All 
Responsible Persons 
Will Be Punished.

erate breach in adv ance of the condi 
tions of peace. 
When the Inv estigations hav e oeeil 
completed, th« * note says, t h e al l i e s will 
exact "the necessary reparation.” 
Reparation also will be asked for the 
burning of the 
French 
battle 
flags 
which under the treaty Germany was 
to hav e returned to France. 
G erm any's protests against the long 
period of allied occupation prov ided in 
the treaty and her complaint that h.*r 
admission to 
the league 
of 
nations 
might be delayed, Mre contrast« *« I with 
the v iolations of her engagements, tier 
many, the note says, “cannot complain 
should the allies use i he full powers 
conferred on them by the treaty, par­ 
ticularly article 429 
(which 
prov ides 
that territorial occupation 
might 
I»* 
continued indefinitely) If she. on her 
sub*, deliberately v iolates 
its 
prov is­ 
ions’.’ 
Regarding responsibility f« >r tin* 
net 
anil th« * right to demand reparations, 
the allied note says: 
”A v iolation of the terms of the a rm ­ 
istice by indiv iduals, acting on their 
own initiativ e, only confers tin* right 
of demanding the punishment of these 
offender* and, if necessary, ind« *mnity 
for tin* losses sustained. 
It will, there­ 
fore, be ojien to the alli**d and associat­ 
ed powers to bring before

tribunal 
the 
persons responsible for 
these a« *ts of destruction, so that tIn­ 
appropriate penalties may be imposed. 
Furtherm ore, the incident giv es 
the 
allied ami associated powers y right to 
reparation for the loss caused, and in 
consequence a right to proceed to such 
further measures as th« * 
said 
powers 
may deem appropriate*. 
“ Lastly, the sinking of the German 
fleet is not only a v iolation of the a rm ­ 
istice. but can only be regarded by th« * 
allied and associated powers as a delib 
« •rate breach in adv ance of th« ; condi 
tions communicated to 
Germ any

now accepted 
by

Furtherm ore, 
the incident is not an isolated act. 
The 
burning or permission for th« * burning

“ In consequence th** allied and 
eiated powers declare 
tha t 
they

It is ev ident that any r*p*** 
tition of acts lik« * those m ust hav e a 
v ery unfortunate « fleet upon th« * future 
operation of th<* treaty which the Ger 
m ans ar« * about to sign.”
